WEALTH OF THE PHILIPPINEa 


Prof. O. F. R eeker R eports th e M ineral 
Products of th e Islands. 


W a sh in g to n, Nov. 2.—Rear Admiral 
Dewey has forwarded to the navy de­ 
partment a memorandum on mineral 
resources of the Philippines, prepared 
at tho admiral's request by Prof. George 
F. Becker of the United Staten geolog­ 
ical survey. Only about a score of the 
several hundred islands, he says, are 
kuown to contain deposits of valuable 
minerals. 
Of the coal, Mr. Becker says that it is 
analagous to the Japanese coal and that 
of Washington, but not to that of the 
Welsh or Pennsylvania coals. It m.ght 
better be characterized as a highly car­ 
bonized lignite, likely to contain as 
much sulphur as iron pyrites, render­ 
ing them apt to spontaneous combus­ 
tion and injurious to boiler 
plates. 
Nevertheless, he says, when pyntous 
seams are avoided aud the lignite is 
properly handled, it forms a valuable 
fuel, especially for local consumption.

Major J. D. Glennan, captain and as­ 
sisi ant surgeon in the regular army, 
who was at Chickamauga aa brigade 
surgeon of volunteers, First brigade, 
Lh a d division, h irst corps, said (hut he 
found a much larger amount of sick­ 
ness among volunteers than he had 
been used to seeing, that he found the 
sinks left open and not dug deep enough 
to make the oamp healthful, that the 
water supply was affected by this.

washed or boiled and used by other 
men of the regiment. 
He mentioned 
other abuses, too degraded to write, 
which he said were reported to the 
higher authorities without action being 
taken. 
The doctor said that in the three 
months aud a half when he was at 
Camp Thomas, he knew of Dr. Huide- 
koper, the corps surgeon, having visited 
the camp of the Eighth Massachusetts 
but twieo. 
He had great difficulty in securing 
medicines, he said, aud had to buy 
drags oat of a private fund. 
The list * 
of medicines which he made requisition 
for always had about half of the most 
im portant drugs scratched off by the 
higher authorities. 
He complained of 
tho red tape. 
Dr. Thomas G. Chalmers, captain and 
assistant surgeon of the Tw elfth New 
York, rn regard to the transport Massa­ 
chusetts, on which ho w ent to Porto 
Hico, said; 
“ There was no regular cooking on 
board aud the mon wore unused to eat­ 
ing cold rations. . Tho reserve hospital 
men were supposed to have beeu well 
mo i, but subsequent events proved that 
they did not have enoagii to eat.

men never could get enough water te 
satisfy their thirst.

A u a t r i a ’a N o v e l W a y o f I n t r o i t n e ! ti k 
H e r M a n u f a c tu r e * B a a l. 
Consnl W. P. Atwell, at Roubaix, 
Austria, sends the state department a 
report of a floating exposition now be­ 
ing arranged for by the Austrian gov­ 
ernment. 
“ The growing necessity of adopting 
new and energetic methods iii order to 
obtain a share of foreign commerce,” 
says Mr. Atwell, “ has induced the 
manufacturers of Austria and Hungary 
to conceive the pxojeot of sending a 
floating exposition of sample products 
to the far east. 
The idea is not a new 
one, a similar expedition having been 
undertaken by Switzerland in 1860. Au 
agreement has been concluded with the 
Anstriau Lloyd Steamship company, by 
means of which Austrian manulactnres 
shall be placed before the residents of 
the most thickly populated centers of 
the orient. 
This is the most practical 
and at the same time the most econom­ 
ical method of opening commercial re­ 
lations and putting the consumer in di­ 
rect contact with the producer. 
“ In the course of the journey the 
ship will visit ports in the orient, India 
and certain islands in the Pacific and 
Indian oceans. The directors of the ex­ 
position reserve the right of refusal to 
enter some of the ports.

Clerk Hanley desired to know why no 
rebate had been placed upon passenger 
traffic as a number of people would con­ 
tribute in small amounts. The chair 
said the promoter of the plan desired 
that left out. 
Mr. Milligan thought two years a 
small space of time in which the rebate 
is to be worked out. To this question 
Mr. Francis said :

Mr. Clark stated that he was going to 
contribute, but the certificate did not 


bother him, as he wanted to see the 
road built. 
“ T he building of this road 
is better than five potteries. 
H ie road 
is the artery through winch we will be 
able to get more plants and factories. 
It’s the dollars we are all after, and the 
interests of our town and immediate 
vicinity at the same time,” said Mr. 
Clark. 
“ We need it, and need it badly,” said 
Secretary Croxall. “ The easiest way we 
can get this $00,000 is possibly to have 
the longest time in which toe certifi­ 
cates can to bo worked out 
The two 
year limit should be extended.” 
Clerk Hanley said the promoters of 
the road were not building it for the 
benefit of the town but as an invest- 
ment, and the holders of certificates 
should be given more time in which 
they could obtain a return for their 
money. 
Mr. Francis replied: “ If we can’t 
come here and make money in three 
years we don’t want to come. 
We are 
anxious to make the road a go, but we 
cannot possibly extend the limit over 
three years. The greatest road in the 
country was built on this same script 
plan, only oil a larger scale, and now 
that road has all this script paid.” 
After further discussion the paper was 
accepted and referred to the judiciary 
committee,

Brookes, Clark, Vodrey and McDonald 
and Clerk Hanley. The meeting then 
adjourned.

Welcome messages will soon be hying 
home to anxious friends from the bi 
transatlantic steamships by means of 
trained pigeons. Captain Gabriel Key 
naud, a French cavalry officer, has ar 
rived in New York for the purpose of 
establishing a carrier pigeon service on 
the French line steamships on this side 
of the Atlantic, such as he has complot 
cd siuce last June on the French side. 
The captain says this carrier pigeon 
service has two purposes. There is the 
humanitarian one of allaying the anxi­ 
ety of waiting friends and relatives by 
sen .ling messages from delayed or dis­ 
abled steamships. Then also passengers 
eau communicate with loved ones be­ 
fore their vessel arrives in port. Captain 
Reyn and has made a study of the car­ 
rier pigeon for many years. 
He is the 
author of several articles ou the adapta­ 
bility of trained birds, having submitted 
to the Fiench Academy of Sciences cor 
tain theories-regarding them, and is the 
inventor of the colombier mobile, a pi­ 
geon cot. 
He organized last year a car­ 
rier pigeon service for the French army 
Captain Reyuaud arrived in New 
York recently aud will remain for a 
few days longer, returning to Havre on 
tbeTouraiue. 
He requests that Amen 
can pigeon owners communicate with 
lim through the general agent of the 
reuch line, as he inteuds on his return 
trip to release as many trained pigeons 
as possible in order to demonstrate the 
various advantages of the service, which, 
lie predicts, will soon become profitable 
to those engaged in it. For a long time 
experiments have been made by the 
French lim* in order to determine the 
practicability of sending these birds 
with new’e of disasters at sea. 
“ We can safely release our trained 
carrier pigeons while still 200 miles 
from port,” said Captain Rey naud 
We have now ten pigeons aboard each 
ship, 
Had the Cunard line steamship 
Umbria, which arrived here on Oct. IT, 
seven hours late on account of an acoi 
dent to her machinery, been able to 
avail herself of such a service, look 
how muoh uneasiness would have been 
spared the friends and relatives of those 
on board.” 
It was through a pigeon released by 
Captain Reyuaud that news of the 
wrecking of the British sailing shij 
Bothnia and the saving of seven mein 
hers of her crew on March 27. by the 
Br.etague, was made 
known 
\V hen 
she left Havre, the Bretagne carried 
IOO carrier pigeons on board, shipped 
with a view of making experiments in 
case of a breakdown, such at* had Imp 
peued not long before to the Cham 
pague. Captain Reyuaud wa- a1 nim ii 
her, in charge of the experiments 
When the Bretagne encountered tilt 
Bothnia and effected tho rescues. Cap 
tain Reyuaud released seven pigeon- 
with the news of the occurrence. Oui 
tell on the deck of the British steam 
ship Challerton, which carried the newt 
to Swansea four days before it coulc 
otherwise have been made known. This 
was the first experiment made 
pigeons as carriers of tidings 
transatlantic steamers. — New 
Herald.

Welcome messages will soon bellying 
homo to anxious friends from the big 
transatlantic steamships by means of 
trained pigeons. Captain Gabriel Rey- 
naud, a French cavalry officer, has ar­ 
rived in New York for the purpose of 
establishing a carrier pigeon service on 
the French line steamships on this side 
of the Atlantic, such as he has complet­ 
ed since last June on the French side. 
The captain says this carrier pigeon 
service has two purposes. There is the 
humanitarian one of allaying the anxi 
ety of waiting friends and relatives by 
sending messages from delayed or dis­ 
abled steamships. Then also passengers 
can communicate with loved ones be­ 
fore their vessel arrives in port. Captain 
Reynand has made a study of the car­ 
rier pigeon for many years. 
He is the 
author of several articles on the adapta­ 
bility of trained birds, having submitted 
to the Fieneh Academy of Sciences cor 
fain theories regarding them, and is the 
inventor of the colombier mobile, a pi­ 
geon cot. 
He organized last year a car­ 
rier pigeon service for the French army 
Captain Reyuaud arrived in New 
York recently and will remain for a 
few’ days longer, returning to Havre on 
tbeTouraiue. 
He requests that Ameri­ 
can pigeon owners communicate with 
him through the general agent of the 
French line, aa he intends on his return 
trip to release as many trained pigeons 
as possible in order to demonstrate the 
various advantages of the service, which. 
he predicts, will soon become profitable 
to those engaged in it. For a long time 
experiments have been made by the 
French lintf in order to determine the 
practicability of sending these birds 
with new’? of disasters at sea. 
“ We can safely release our trained 
carrier pigeons while still 200 miles 
from port,” said Captain Rey naud 
“ We have now ten pigeons aboard each 
ship. 
Had the Canard line steamship 
Umbria, which arrived here on Get. IT, 
seven hours late on account of an acci­ 
dent to her machinery, been able to 
avail herself of such a service, look 
how much uneasiness would have been 
spared the friends and relatives of those 
on board. ”

W ill Be Organized In the Near 
Future.

Ohio is to have a reorganized state 
guard, taking in such of the old com­ 
mands ae deeire to be reinstated and fill­ 
ing ap the vacant plaoee with new 
material. 
Adjutant General Kingsley 
will begin work on this within a short 
time and issue an order setting forth the 
purpose of his department. The new 
guard, or rather it is the old guard con* 
tinned, will consist of such regiments as 
went to the front andor the call for 
troops in so far as they desire to again 
enter the state service. Those regiments 
which have returned and have been 
mustered out of the 
United States 
service will be instructed to take the 
old place in the guard that they had be­ 
fore going to war. 
Such members as desire to step from 
the guard will be given honorable dis­ 
charges and their places filled with new 
men. 
In this way the guard will be 
kept nearly intact. 
Such new com­ 
panies as were mustered into the state 
service daring the war will be retained 
and assigned to tile regiments where 
they belong. 
The Ohio regiments still iu the United 
States service will have their old places 
held and be again mustered into the 
state guard immediately upon their re­ 
turn. 
The purpose is to keep the guard as 
nearly like it was before the commence­ 
ment of the war as possible. The men 
who entered the government service 
were simply given indefinite leave of 
absence, and the adjutant general will 
carry out the policy decided upon at 
that time. 
It is understood that 
a 
number 
members of the Sixth regiment, who are 
still in the government service, are de­ 
sirous of resigning now that the outlook 
for anything but garrison duty seems 
gone. 
Their duties at home are such as 
to make it imperative that they return. 
In order that the regiment may be kept 
up to its present numerical standard a 
movement is on foot to combine the 
First and Sixth regiments, taking such 
from the First as will be needed to fill 
the vacancies in the Sixth. The move­ 
ment has been under way for several 
days and will probably be carried out.

condition. I he wide difference.of opin­ 
ion which exists as to the theory and 
purpose of marriage is of course the 
root of the difference in state legisla­

This makes it a question of im­ 
portance that there should be enforced 
harmony of conditions, for it is the re 
suit on the great body of social life 
which is to be looked to 
A constitn 
tipnal amendment would of course be 
necessary to make a uniform divorce

WEALTH OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Prof. G. F. R eeker R eports th e M ineral 
Products of the Inlands. 
W ashington, N ov. 2.—R ear Admiral 
Dewey has forwarded to the navy de­ 
partm ent a memo! aud urn on m ineral 
resources of the Philippines, prepared 
at tho adm iral's request by I'rot. George 
F. Becker of the United State? geolog­ 
ical survey. 
Only about a score of the 
several hundred islands, he says. are 
kuowu to contain deposits of valuable 
minerals.

This is the most practical 
and at the same time the most econom­ 
ical method of opening commercial re­ 
lations aud putting the consumer in di­ 
rect contact with the prefacer. 
“ In the course of the journey the 
ship will visit ports in the orient, India 
ami certain islands in the Pacific arid 
Indian oceans. The directors of tile ex­ 
position reserve the right of refusal to 
enter some of the ports. 
The arrival of

TO BRING NEWS OF T H E SEA 


French L ine Steamer* to EstabHnh 
aa Ocean fa r r ie r I’ix fo n Service. 
Welcome messages "’ill soon be flying 
homo to anxious friends from the big 
transatlantic steamships by means cl 
trained pigeons. Captain Gabriel Rey 
n.md, a French cavalry officer, has ar 
rived in New York for tho purpose of 
establishing a carrier pigeon service on 
the French line steamships on this side 
of the A llani ie, such as lie has complet­ 
ed since last June ou the French side. 
The captain says this carrier pigeon 
service has two purposes. 
There is the 
humanitarian one of allaying the anxi­ 
ety of waiting friends and relatives by 
sen ling messages from delayed or dis 
a bled steamships, Then also passengers 
can communicate with loved ones be­ 
fore their vessel arrives iii port. Captain 
Reyuand has made a study of the car­ 
rier pigeon for many years. 
He is the 
author of several articles on the adapta­ 
bility of trained birds, having submitted 
to the Fiench Academy of Sciences cor 
tain theories-regarding them, aud is the 
inventor ct the colombier mobile, a pi­ 
geon cot. 
He organized la^t year a car­ 
rier pigeon service for the French army 
Captain Reyuaud arrived in New 
York recently and will remain for a 
few days longer, returning to Havre on 
theTouraiue. 
He requests that Ameri­ 
can pigeon owuers communicate with 
bim through the general ugeut of tho 
French line, as he intends on his return 
trip to release as many trained pigeons 
as possible in order to demonstrate the 
vaiious advantages of the service, winch. 
he predicts, will soon become profitable 
to those engaged in it. For a long time 
experiments have been made by tilt 
French lint* in order to determine the 
practicability of sending these birds 
with news of disasters at sea. 
“ We can safely release our trained 
carrier pigeons w hile still 200 m iles j 
from 
port,” said 
Captain 
Reyuuud 
“ We have now ten pigeons aboard each 
shipt 
Had the Canard line steamship 
Umbria, which arrived here on Oct. IT, 
seven hours late on account of an acci­ 
dent to her machinery, been able ic 
avail herself of such a service, look 
how much uneasiness would have been 
spared the friends and relatives of those 
on board.”
